Under the 
provisions of this act a person purchas- 
ing a ticket with a bonaOde intention to 
travel upon tho some, may sell tho 
ticket to any Individual or corporation, 
and the law thereby authorizes the pur- 
chaae ol such ticket bv such other per- 
aon. yet the person who thus purchases 
under authority of law and fo? a va'u- 
sblo consideration the ticket, becomes u 
criminal when be sells or gives to an 
other the property and tho rights he has TIIE 
procured under Jiioct authority of the 


"Again, the minimum punishment 
prescribed, »200, should a man steal a 
railroad ticket or any value under $50, 
he is by the law punishable for commit 
tog a misdemeanor. Thoro is for tho 
offense of the ticket, it a misdemeanor 
no fixed penalty, nnd tho maximum 
penalty would be a fine of »500 and si™ 
months imprisonment.

Tho termi 
tho existing treaty in eomo respects 
not satisfactory to either government 
It is the question of the costs involved 
in extradition proceedings which is th 
mam objection on the American side 
since the great majority of extradition 
proceedings occur m America, each side 
defraying the expenses of tha proceed 
ings within its respective sphere; Amer- 
ica thus bearing more than its proper 
share.

American government made advances to 
Germany with the view of modifying 
the treaty provisions in this and other 
respects, including the right of each 
government to try'extradited persons 
solely on the special charges under 
which their extradition was demanded 
Germany, howover; was not satisfied 
with the proposed changes, and the ne- 
gotiations after a time were dropped. A 
recent extradition case at Hamburg, the 
person involved being a clever adven- 
turess who pasied herself in Berlin and

The powwow was opened with groat 
formality. 
The pipe ol neaco was 


smoked and Captain Hlchardi in return 
brought out a box ol Ifuvanaa. Sports 
wore then indulged in. Mootonic, tho 
champion Indian wrestler, offered to 
wrcatlo with any among tho soldiers. 
Several 
matches resulted, Mootenic 
winning thorn all. 


.O.iptain Uichards then ordered out 


Ins troona, who gave an exhibition drill, 
ino chiefs stood in wonder and when a 
,ew volleys had echoed among the foot, 
hills ot Iho Blue mountains tho Indians 
one aimed: "Wo no lite people who 
load up guns Sunday and shoot all the 
rest of thn week." Captain Kicharda

is played upon with a trombouo mouth- 
piece. 


Ono of tho most curious; musical in- 


struments is that uswl tu roprcsout tho 
"swish swish" of a boat's screw us it 
whirls through thowntor. This is really 
a musical machine. It is an ordinary 
chcesobox fitted to an axis, on which 
it revolves, and Uio cylindrical part ia 
mrulo of calfskin. 
Tho ends aro perfo- 


rated so ns to allow tho sounds to oscapo 
In proper volume. Pegs project inward 
from tlio end?, nndnhau'Jlo and a quart 
or two of dried peas complete tho outfit 
When tho box is revolved, tho peas- 
Btriko ngaliiBt the pegs and roll along 
tho dried calfskin hides. 


Tho revolutions nro Blow nnd irregu- 


lar ut first nnd then moro rapid and 
steadier. 
Tlmn you yet iho "swifih 


swish" of tho screw. 


A cook crow is a very easy uoiso to re- 


produce, Tho instrument used is simply 
a wooden tube with a .rcctl insido, tho 
tuba ht-iiif* inserted into tbo sido of n 
tincnp. A "child's cry" is easily pro- 
duced by Uiking out tho wooden tubo al- 
ready referred to nnd blowing it, hold- 
ing ono end between your closed hands 
to givo tlio different toncH. A "town 
clock," which produces a good Imita- 
tion of a bull striking thohonr, ia a largo 
iron cylinder about 5 feet long and 0 
inches in diameter, tho stroke being 
jnndo with a BUinllor pipo covered with 
cloth. Ono musician has an excellent 
instrument which produces tho "nirou" 
noto of tho steamboat. Tho noise, is 
mado upon thrco reeds, which nro sim- 
ilar in shape to RII organ pipo. Thcso 
nro connected with imu innnthpleco 
and giva thrco tones simultaneously. 


Tlio Enmo musician haa a curious in- 


etrnment which ho calls n "snoring ma- 
chine." It is au oblong box, hollow, 
with a reed inside, and requires a pair 
of lusty lungs to opcrato it, as it takes 
considerable air pressure. Tho "gallop 
of a horso" is sometimes rendered hy 
coconnnt shells cut in halves nnd struck 
upon a stone b'ock. Another device to ro- 
prodncothusamoclTcctisinado of wood- 
on blocks hewed into tho sliapo of ft 
lior&o'H hoof, with real horschoesattacli- 
ed nnd hoilowccl ont inside tho shon. It 
is played 03' striking tlio slices on a slab 
oi Btonc. 


To imitr.to a clog danco "clo™ mal- 
" arn nsffl. Thry arts finatl wnnrtcti 


mallets, with ono end of tho head hol- 
lowed, and "jingles" set inside tho liol- 
low spaces. A "cnokoo" is a small rcctl- 
likc instrument, with ono key tocliango 
tlio noto nnd a sliding piston to altar 
tho pitch as desired. A fine imitation nf 
tho bagpipes is given on a solid brass 
horn, with tapering horoand finger holes 
Eimilar to thoso of flageolet. It is played 
upon with an oboo mouthpiece. 


Aa an esamplo of tho many instru- 


ments required in an orchestra it may 
bo interesting to reproduce a list of thoso 
played upon by tho drummer is a well 
known American orchestra.

butter for the association by selling tho 
fruit packed, therefore tho greatest cure 
should bu taken not only in packing ami 
grading, but also in distinguishing the 
different qualities in each grade, for 
each quality has its own market, and 
tho committee must be nlwaya up to 
date to be able to make offers and sell 
f.o.b., c. and f , or nny other way that 
will give tho desired result. 


But the raisin industry is not in dan- 


ger alone from the 
but! system of 


handling the «rop. 
Uv the timu the 


ay6torn is reformed and the industry 
manured on a profitable basis, as it will 
be, perhaps there will be no crop to 
handle. 1 intended to sound an alarm 
about the management of Muscat vino- 
yards, but space will not permit, so I 
will only eay that tho California raisin 
grower has a lot to learn yet, and the 
sooner he begins tho sooner ho will 
make a success of ono of llie best fruit 
industries of tho world.

obnoxious trees from tho vineyard where 
BUL-h exiet, »nd to plnnt oiivo treea 
nrouud tho vineyard and in ninny cases 
amongst tho vines.
